who is called the father of 
Social Credit in°Canada and is now 
a retired resident of Victoria, writes 
on this page today an article. well 
worth the reader's. attention. We 
publish: it not because we agree with 
Mr. Bowman's views but because 
they are significant, educated and 
honest... They represent one of the 
great issues about which the Cana- 
dian people will have to think hard 
before the next national election. 

Mr. Bowman presents> two dis- 
tinct propositions and his judgment 
on both, we believe, is quite wrong. 

First, he argues (he is quite right 
here) .that society in the past has 
often suffered from~-an insufficiency 
of purchasing power in relation to 
the available goods.

He 
concludes, therefore, that the Con- 
servative Party, *by attacking high 
interest rates and credit restriction, 
presented a forward-looking,, liberal 
policy, while the Liberals were en- 
tirely conservative and negative 

As to the Conservative Govern- 
ment, the proof of--its monetary 
policy will appear in the eating. The 
level of prices.a year from now, and 
not the campaign speeches, will 
tell us whether the Government is 
managing money better or worse 
than its predecessors. 

There can be no doubt, however, 
that the situation in Canada a year 
ago—a quick upsurge of inflationary 
pressure — required some restriction 
of money. If the supply: had not 
been then limited the price situation 
today would be much worse than it 
is, though the currerft problem has

But that is precisely our situa- 
tion in Canada today. - 

The St. Laurent Government ‘set 
a policy—a policy of resisting infla- 
tion and, so far as monetary methods 
could ‘influence them, of holding 
prices in check. 

The Bank of Canada accordingly 
carried out that policy by limiting 
the volume of money, which is 
mostly bank credit.. As a result, 
interest rates rose. And‘so long as 
the demand for the existing money 
is strong they will remain. relatively 
high unless the money supply is 
expanded; that is to say, unless the 
state decides to follow a policy of 
inflation.

Policy on Money 


By CHARLES A. BOWMAN 


Ba the next general election, the 
Liberal, party throughout Canada 
would do well to take a new look at 
monetary policy. Liberal candidates in 
the last campaign had nothing convinc- 
ing to offer in answer to the discontent 
over results produced by the Bank of 
Canada’s policy of credit restriction. 
In effect, the Liberal position was neg- 
ative: the Progressive Conservative 
| party, for once, could lay claim to being 
the progressive party. The Liberal can 
didates were in the position of fighting 
a defensive rear-guard action, while John 
Diefenbaker led a forward campaign 
| On ‘the issue of monetary reform, 
some Liberals were worse than conserva- 
tive and negative: they were absurdly 
abusive. The Liberal member for Vic 
toria, B.C., Francis T. Fairey, an- edu- 
cated, public-spirited man of moderate 
views, had so little to offer—in answer 
to the popular demand for monetary fe- 
form known as Social Credit—he tried 
to dismiss it as nothing more than crack- 
pot. As the majority of members of the 
provincial legislature of British Colum- 
bia are elected under the banner of So- 
cial Credit, it surely showed ineptitude, 
as a Liberal reply to the monetary re- 
form movement, to imply that British 
Columbia's political intelligence rated so 
low, as repeatedly to elect a crackpot 
administration 
Whatever effect the negative Liberal 
position had:on the questing vote, look 
ing for leadérship out of credit restric- 
| tion—the forerunner of deflation—it in 
spired no confidegce in the Liberal ap- 
peal for-another term of office. Nor is 
| there any moretikelihood of a nationwide 
revival of confidence, to Liberal advan 
tage, in the next general election unless 
there is a forward Liberal poliey—on 
monetary reform 


Vital Instrument 


It is a fantastic departure from the 
Liberal understanding of government un 
der democracy to argue that the Bank of 
Canada must be allowed to determine 
monetary policy. The Bank is, of course, 
a vita] Instrument_in the national struc- 

+ 4ure. In the administration of monetary 
policy, it should be as free from political 
interference as the Supreme Court is in 
the administration of justice. But the 
government of Canada, responsible to 
parliament, must determine monetary 
policy—even as the government is re- 
sponsible for determining military policy 
or tariff policy

In Jess complicated times, befdre this 
age of nuclear- power, automation and 
electronics—-and revolutionary overturn- 
ing—a super-government of *the gold 
standard could be left to decide ‘when 
money should be made scarce or plenti- 
ful, and where it should be allowed to 
flow. Private control served 19th cen- 
tury requirements through the Bank of 
England—and subordinate banking enter- 
prises through the civilized world. Dire 
consequences followed the breakdown, in 
years of chronic depression after 1930— 
and it would be well to remember that 
the chronic breakdown came about when 
private interests, the super-government 
of credit power, controlled monetary 
policy. ‘ 

It would. be pogsible to cite many 
authorities: on this private control—as in 
the City of London. A former Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer, Right Hon.. Reg- 
inald McKenna, in 1927, said it explicitly: 
“The Bank of England is in practice the 
controller of the volume of money.” 

When the Conservative prime min- 
ister of Canada, Right Hon._R. B.. Ben- 
nett, during the chronic depression, es- 
tablished the:Bank of Canada, he spoke, 
with a sense of humor, of the presidents 
of Canada’s highly efficient private 
banks as “hitherto our masters: hence- 
forth to be our servants.” 


Nationally Owned 


As leader of the Liberal opposition in 
the House of Commons, Right Hon, W. 


'L. Mackenzie King insisted that the Bank 


of Canada must be nationally owned and 
controlled. He said: “Once a nation parts 
with the control of its currency and 
credit, it matters not who makes the na- 
tion's laws, Usury, once in control, will 
wreck any nation, Until the control of 
the issue of currency and credit is re- 
stored to the government and recognized 
as its most conspicuous and sacred re- 
sponsibility, all talk of the*sovereignty. 
of parliament and democracy is idle and 
futile.” 

When Mackenzie King came back to 


“office in 1935, he had the support of able 


Liberal members in favor of monetary 
reform, but negative forces prevailed— 
and Canada continued in depression and 
unemployment -until the demands of 
Second World War put money back. into 
circulation. Since the war, Canada has 
enjoyed an increasing flow from the pool 
of production to the people as consum- 
ers. In the years ahead, the task of 
leadership will be to maintain purchas- 
ing power to continue that abundant 
flow, The 19th century control of mone- 
tary policy, with recurring periods of in- 
flation and deflation, can no longer serve 
in this overturning middle period of the 
20th century. There has to be liberal 
forward movement.

Business With Britain 


A few days ago you, had a leafing 
article concerning Mr. Diefenbaker's pro- 
ject of transfering 15 per cent of Can- 

ada’s present purchases from the USA to 
Great Britain. 
While apprectating fully the difficul- 
ties of such an undertaking I would like 
| ta suggest that before pronouncing it 
to be impossible it would be wise: to 
consider it from all angles. -It- would 
surely be a mistake either to overesti- 
mate the difficulties or to underrate Mr. 
Diefenbaker’s determination and inge- 
nuity. 

It is, I think, generally admitted that 
if this could be done it-would be a good 
thing for Canada besides being a good 
thing. for Great Britain because the 


present rate of excess of our imports’ 


from the USA over our exports t6 them 
is impossibly high. 

This being the case it would be well

would suggest that when decisions are 
made giving ‘business to the USA rather 
than to Great Britain it is by no means 
always because Britain is unable to com- 
pete as regards prices and quality but 
because of the bias of the purchasing 
agency.

When Wurzburger and his guide finally 
stopped the bull, George could have reached out and touched 
it with the barre] of his .500 rifle.
